A 
trainer has to marry in- 
dividual skills into a unit 
and I think I have 
achieved it. 

“We won because our 
players inspired and 
perspired. Latin Amer- 
ica is way behind 
Europe in tactical terms 
but we are ahead tech- 
nically and if we can 
combine the two we can 
succeed. 

“All the sacrifices we 
-have made have been 
worthwhile. In the last 
15 minutes our players 
were still in good condi- 
tion. We were never 
really upset or con- 
cerned when West Ger- 
many equalised. I never 
felt we let our guard 
down. We counter- 
attacked all the time and 
could have scored more 
goals. 


*“T always thought 
Soccer was a team game 
and this side played as a 
team to win the World 
Championship. 

“People in Argentina 
must now get used to the 
idea that although it is 
important to have indi- 
vidual players, the 
strength of the teams as 
a group is more impor- 
tant.” 

Argentina’s captain 
Diego Maradona, with 
hordes of pressmen 
gathered around him 
waiting on every word, 
said: “I do not feel like 
the best player in the 
world, but just like 
being world champion. 

“With this victory we 
have shut up those who 
had criticised us in 
Argentina. 

“This is the most. im- 
portant win of my career 
because we were hungry 
for glory. 

“The team showed 
great spirit when Ger- 
many undeservedly tied 
it at 2-2.” 

Goalscorer Jose Luis 
Brown said he was a 
religious person and had 
kissed a medal given to 
him by his child seconds 
before netting. 

“T said to myself: ‘I'm 
going to do it,” Brown 
said. 

West German coach 
Franz Beckenbauer 
said: ‘‘Argentina de- 
served to win. They are 
a great team. 


“Tt is not only Mara- 
dona, they have 10 other 
great players. 


three good shots at the 
goal and, unfortunately, 
all three were goals. 

“We could have been 
the champions too, but I 
sincerely congratulate 
Argentina. 

“When we scored the 
equalising goal, I felt we 
fully controlled the 
game, but the crowd 
noise made it impossible 
to shout instructions to 
my players. 

“They made a mis- 
take by not pulling back 
more into defence after 
our second goal. 

“We gambled in de- 
fence in the end and we 
paid for it. 

“We gave them a 
great fight, we came 
back to tie and we could 
have been the winners. 

“T’ve been involved in 
three World Cups but 
this is my most success- 


ful. Conditions were so 
difficult for European 
teams with the heat and 
altitude. We can call this 
a complete success.” 

Beckenbauer said he 
felt the second Argen- 
tine goal was offside and 
said the final had not 
been a great one. 

He added the defeat 
was not the fault of 
goalkeeper Harald 
Schumcher. 

“He’s one of the best 
in the world as he 
showed throughout this 
tournament. Perhaps to- 
day was not his lucky 
day, but we can’t re- 
proach him for that.”” 

Schumacher himself 
was more candid. “We 
lost because I was so 
bad. I don’t want to say 
more than that.” 

Many of the German 
players were inconsol- 
able after the match. 

Hans-Peter Briegel, 
who was also in the 
losing West German 
team in the 1982 final 
against Italy, said: “That 
was my last game for 
West Germany. A side 
who plays as offensively 
as we did after getting to 
2-2 does not deserve to 
win. I am very disap- 
pointed.” 


our greater physical re- 
serves. All in all I am 
satisfied with our World 
Cup although at this mo- 
ment I am disap- 
pointed.” 

Felix Magath, who 
now retires from foot- 
ball to become business 
manager of Hamburg, 
said: “In the years to 
come this World Cup 
will seem to us a beauti- 
ful sporting experience.

“Today’s final was 
technically weak com- 
pared to the 1970 final,” 
Rivelino said, “Brazil 
displayed football of a 
totally different calibre 
in that game against 
Italy.”” 

Giacinto Facchetti, 
the former Italian in- 
ternational who 
opposed Brazil in the 
1970 final, said: ““Mara- 
dona did not play as 
spectacularly as against 
Belgium, but were in- 
credibly valuable for the 
new champion in all his 
actions today.” 

Maradona’s former 
Argentine coach and 
mentor Cesar Luis 
Menotti said: “He has 
proyed what I have al- 
ways said — that he is a 
genius on a football 
pitch. I always knew he 
could do this and lead 
Argentina to another 
great triumph.” 

Former West German 
World Cup star Paul 
Breitner said: “Argenti- 
na rely on Maradona he 
is the world’s best play- 
er. But for me he does 
not yet compare with the 
greats of previous 
generations even though 
I admit he is the 
outstanding player in the 
world today.” 

Former England 
World Cup star Trevor 
Brooking said: “He is 
undoubtedly the 
greatest player in the 
world but I feel he still 
has to do it over a period 
of several years to equal 
Pele. 

“But in these very de- 
fensive days his ability 
to beat men even at the 
highest level and his 
amazing change of pace 
put him apart from 
everyone else.”

This team from 
France will go down in 
history as one of the 
great sides to grace a 
World Cup Series. 

In years to come they 
will be remembered just 
like the magical Hunga- 
rians of the 1950s. 

Classical players of 
the quality of Bats, 
Amoros, Battiston, Bos- 
sis, Ayache, Giresse, 
Tigana, Platini, Fernan- 


dez, Stopyra and 
Rocheteau, have left in- 
delible memories behind 
them in Mexico as they 
boarded their aircraft 
last night bound for 
Paris. 

France went close 
four years ago in 
attempts to win the 
World Cup in Spain but 
finished fourth, and 
most of the same team 
backed up up in Mexico 
but against tougher 
opposition to finish third 
in the World. 

Tougher opposition in 
the form of Russia, Ita- 
ly, Brazil and yet again 
West Germany. 

France attacked and 
defended as a complete 
unit. 

What other side could 
have boasted ball-play- 
ing centre-backs like 
Battiston and Bossis? 

Or for that matter, 
fullbacks like Amoros 
and Ayache who would 
easily be compatible as 
wingers for any other 
side. 

Not forgetting the 
link-line of Giresse, Pla- 
tini, Tigana and Fernan- 
dez, all posessing an 
architectural flair of im- 
agination that repeated- 
ly split defences in their 
path.

MARADONA MURDERS 
BELGIUM AS WELL 


MARADONA, the name lately being used far more than Soccer, 
was at it again when he scored both goals in Argentina’s 2-0 
victory at Azteca Stadium in the semis to send Belgium crashing 


out of the Finals. 

The Argentine captain, 
a player destined to be- 
come an immortal in the 
sport, could not be con- 
tained despite Belgium’s 
well organised defen 

As early as in the fifth 
minute Maradona cut 
loose to set up Jorge 
Burruchaga with a 
chance. Burruchaga’s- 
shot however was well 
wide of the target. 

The 10th minute saw 
Maradona belt a 
thunderous 22 metre in- 
swinger which the Bel- 
gium goalkeeper, Jean- 
Marie Pfaff could only 
half block. : 

But Maradona’s strike 
colleague, Jorge Valda- 
no who raced up in sup- 
port, knocked the loose 
bali into the net with 
shoulder assistance and 
the Mexican referee, Mr 
Marquez promptly di- 
sallow the goal. 

Maradona in this 
clash showed just how 


.exceptionally strong he 


really is. Twice he was 
boxed in by Belgium 
defenders and twice he 
busted through using his 
powerful shoulders as 
bumper-bars. S 

Despite Argentina 
dominating possession 
for the first session the 


organised Belgium de- 
fence denied the South 
Americans a clean shot 
at the target. 

But the jokes were 
Over minutes into the 
second half. 

Maradona took just 
seven minutes to have 
the Belgiums bleeding. 

Dragging two Bel- 
gium defenders into the 
box on the right side of 
goal, Maradona stabbed 
a powerful seven metre 
shot off his left outstep 
to beat the advancing 
Pfaff. 

The goal had pace, 
power, strength and 
tightness. 

On the hour mark, 
Belgium’s Nico Claesen 
had a glorious opportun- 
ity to level for Belgium. 

Claesen gathered a 
cross knocked into him 
on the second post eight 
metres out but the pass 
had too much sting for 
Claesen to control. 

The 62nd minute saw 
Argentina’s midfielder, 
Julio Olarticoechea 
smash what looked to be 
Argentina’s second 
goal, but Pfaff diving 
sharpley to his left pul- 
led off a magnificent 
save. 

The 66th minute saw 


Maradona crack his 
second goal to lift 
Argentina into the Cup 
Final for the first time 
since 1978. 

Collecting the ball 30 
metres out, Maradona 
raced away ripping 
through the Belgium 
central defence. Once 
inside the box he 
veeered to his left be- 
fore unleashing a left- 
footed controlled chip 
into the far right hand 
corner of Belgium’s net. 

Seconds later he mis- 
sed out on his first 
World Cup hat-trick. 

From just inside the 
box, Maradona’s low 
snap-drive whistled in- 
ches past the far post. 

From the line Mara- 
dona cut back a lovely 
ball for the advancing 
Jorge Valdano, but with 
the goals at his mercy 
the Real Madrid striker 
side-footed his shot over 
the top of the cross-bar.

France suffered a very 
early set-back when the 
Italian referee, Mr Luigi 
Agnolin awarded a 
rather harsh free-kick to 
the Germans just out- 
side the corner of the 
box on the right. 

West German midfiel- 
der Felix Magath 
touched the free-kick on 
for right back Brehme to 


slash a vicious left- ; 


footed shot straight into 
the French goalkeeper’s 
diving body. 

But to everyone’s hor- 
ror, the French keeper 
mishandled the hot 
drive and allowed the 
ball to spill under his 
body and into the goal to 
give Germany a dream 
Start.

The early goal 
allowed West Germany 
to sit back and wait for 
France to come forward 
as it was Platini’s men 
who now had to take the 
initiative. 

France never shirked 
their responsibility and 
through their star-stud- 
ded back-line of Manuel 
Amoros, Patrik Battis- 
ton, Maxime Bossis and 
William Ayache, they 
kept coming forward. 
But France was still

WEST GERMANY made history when they 


Playing with too much 
confidence and there 
seemed no urugency in 
their style. With mono- 
tonous regularity the 
French pushed up, 
spraying passes all over 
the pitch but invariably 
the final pass was inter- 
cepted and~the whole 
movement would break 
down. 


A nasty foul on 
France’s coloured mid- 
fielder, Jean Tigana, 
earned them a free-kick 
in the 15th minute. 

Midfielder Alain 
Giresse chipped his shot 
over the German wall to 
Platini but the Juventus 
champion narrowly mis- 
sed the target with his 
final effort.

ward strongly through 
Platini. Platini got well 
into the box but as he 
steadied himself for a 
shot, lost his balance as 
well as possession. 

The Frenchmen took 
the field without their 
star-striker, Dominique 
Rocheteau who was in- 
jured and his replace- 
ment, Bruno Bellone, 
failed to match his pre- 
decessor’s quality 
efforts. 

France elected to play 
Platini as a second strik- 
er, a tactic which failed 
as the French captain 
was brought closer to 
West Germany’s tough 
centre-backs Foerster 
and Jakobs, plus having 
to cope with his personal 
marker Wolfgang Rolff. 
This constant attention 
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YANNICK STOPYRA is brought down unceremoniously by ANDREAS BREHME. 


Tepeatedly cut off all of 
his initiative in scoring 
or attacking. 

The French midfield 
of Giresse, Tigana and 
Luis Fernandez looked 
spectacular when break- 
ing forward, but the 
steel wall of defenders 
surrounding the Ger- 
man’s penalty box 
proved too strong for 
them. 

The half hour mark 
saw the French 
goalkeeper work oyer- 
time as he was f€rced to 
make rapid saves from 
shots fired in succession 
from Karl Heinz Rum- 
menigge and fullback 
Hans Peter Briegel. 

The 34th minute again 
saw the Germans make 
successive shots at the 
French target. Rumme- 
nigge then Magath sent 
in screamers that were 
both well blocked. 

The consensus of 
opinion was that the 
French were drained 
from their massive clash 
with Brazil, but the real 
reason was that they 
took this match a little 
too casually and fully 
‘expected it would be 
only a matter of time 
before the goals would 
flow. 

The Germans had 
different ideas, though 
and stuck to their iron- 


© like defensive patterns 


allowing France to come 
forward and then break 
them up on the edge of 
the box. 

Just before halftime, 
France again came 
strongly, this time 
through Tigana bursting 
down the middle. Once 
at the edge of the box, 
Tigana unleashed a 
thunderbolt from in 
front which the German 
goalkeeper, Toni Shu- 
macher, did well to 
knock down. 

Reminiscent of Ger- 
many’s Bertie Voigts, 
who did a great ‘‘police- 
man’s job” on Johan 
Cruyff in 1974, Rolff did 


a “tight job” on Platini, 
which upset the whole 
balance of the French 
team. 

- The 47th minute saw a 
disgusting piece of re- 
fereeing by Agnolin. 

French striker Stopy- 
ta boke away almost 
into the clear down the 
right flank only to be 
grabbed around the 
neck by Foerster and 
flung to the ground. 

Foerster fully expec- 
ting a card of at least 
some colour, was shown 
nothing by the Italian 
referee who awarded a 
harmless free-kick to the 
Frenchman. 

The 53rd minute saw 
Platini’s minder Rolff 
peel off his French foe 
and break forward to 
belt a 20 metre drive 
that Bats brilliantly 
stopped. 

West Germany’s 
coach, Franz Becken- 
bauer decided that his 
side needed more pace 
up front and took off his 
cumbersome captain, 
Rummenigge and 
brought on Rudi Voeller 
in the 59th minute. 

But France still kept 
coming confidently and 
in the 65th minute were 
almost rewarded with a 
goal. 


Striker Stopyra, 
rounded his defender 
and got into the Ger- 
man’s box and let fly 
with a cracking drive 
that sent Schumacher 
the wrong way. But 
Schumacher was just 
able to save with his left 
boot and clear the 
danger. 

Three minutes later, 
Platini darted clear and 
looked certain to score, 
only to be flagged for 
off-side. 

The 70th minute again 
saw Platini almost break 
clear, but again the flag 
pulled him back.

GOAL CELEBRATIONS VARIATIONS OF A REGULAR 


WE became accus- 
tomed in Australia 
to that whirling arm 
or double clench 
fist displays that 
signals goals. 


But there is more to 
life — and goalscoring 
— than that. 

The FIFA World Cup 
demonstrated many 
variations — there is no 
copyright on them so we 
may yet see them here in 
Aussie. 

Reuter’s Phil Davison 
catalogued them this 
way: 

Long after the goals at 
this year’s World Cup 
finals have been forgot- 
ten, ‘people may well 
reminisce about what 
happened after them. 

Nowadays, the 
celebrations of goal 
scorers are often more 
colourful than the goals 
themselves. 

Gone are the days 
when a goal scorer re- 
ceived a quick hand- 
shake from his team- 
mates as he trotted back 
to the centre circle for 
the restart. 

In the modern game 
the commemoration of a 
goal has become almost 
a religious ritual and 
players have developed 
_ their individual ways of 
expressing their joy. 
During the World 


Cup these expressions 
have reached new 
heights, or sunk to new 
depths, depending on 
taste. Here is a. selection 
of the best of the apres 
goals: 


@ Careca, of Brazil: 
Came up with a new one 
after scoring against Po- 
land. It appears to be an 
aeroplane imitation like 
a child playing at being a 
747, arms held hori- 
zontally and a zig-zag 
run. 

® Hugo Sanchez, of 
Mexico: Ten out of ten 
for his trademark “look- 
no-hands’” somersault 
flip which he employed 
after scoring against 
Belgium. But judges 
might dock some style 
points for the booking 
he received when he 
kicked the ball into the 
crowd after Fernando 
Quirarte’s goal in the 
same game. - 

@ Luis Flores, of Mex- 
ico: Luis likes to lift his 
jersey high, revealing 
his stomach, as he does 
a half-lap around the 
pitch. No-one quite 
knows why, although 
women fans say he has a 
very attractive stomach. 
@ Julio Romero, of Pa- 
raguay: For Romerito, 
as he is known, it was 
the dramatic knee slide 
towards the touchline af- 
ter he scored against 


Mexico. This one’s all 
right on grass, but chil- 
dren who play football 
in the streets are not 
advised to copy it. 

e JSosimar, of Brazil: 
Went for the ice hockey 
knees-up after scoring 
against Poland. This 
one’s getting old hat. It 
was used by several 
players, including West 


Germany’s Lothar 
Matthaeus and Bulgar- 
ia’s Nasko Sirakov. Sira- 
kov gave it that little bit 
extra by jumping over 
the advertising hoard- 
ings afterwards, 

© Edinho, of Brazil: Af- 
ter scoring against Po- 
land Edinho launched 
into a skip — the sort of

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The return to normal 
lifestyles and proper 
sleeping habits will be 
little compensation for 
the millions of Soccer 
fans throughout the 
world.

Sadly, too, we now 
‘have to wait four years 
for our next World 
Championship which 
brings me to some of the 
changes I would like to 
see to future World 
Cups. 

Like all opinions 
many are going to disag- 
ree with my suggestions 
but here goes anyhow. 

Four years is too long 
between World Cups 
and in view of the little 
difficulty FIFA has in 
making enormous pro- 
fits through TV rights, 
advertising and gate 
monies out of the four 
yearly event I would like 
to see it played every 
two or three years. 

The number of final- 
ists should be increased 
from 24 to 32. 

Apart from enabling 
more fringe nations to 
compete the 32 teams

This would also

Many will disagree 
with this method but to 
me it is significantly fair- 
er than penalties and 
does reward the team 
which has performed 
better in the World Cup.

Worthy indeed are Argentina, as their suc- 
cess is the culmination of four years hard 
work, moments of joy and moments of 


despair. 


It is also a big victory for flair and exciting, 
attacking football over tactics based on 


defence. 


The FIFA World Cup encompasses the 
world as no other tournament with the excep- 
tion of the Olympic Games. 


* Television viewing figures have been esti- 
mated at 12 billion, twenty percent more than 
Spain four years ago and the final had an 
estimated 500 million viewers in 108 coun- 


tries. 


Before the series started, FIFA had banked 
at least $US50 million from television rights 
and another $US12 million from each of 12

BERRIES UNLUCKY NOT 
TO SNARE SHOCK WIN

CANTERBURY MARRICKVILLE OLYMPIC, 
could -consider themselves unlucky not to 
gain a victory instead of thelr 1-1 draw 
against Sydney Olympic at the Sydney 


Athletic Field. 


The first half saw 
Canterbury defend mag- 
nificently against the 
more illustrious and ex- 
perienced Sydney Olym- 
pic, who did most of the 
attacking. 

Canterbury’s midfield 
quartet of Zaimi, Svi- 
nos, Zrilic and Godzik 
pegged down most of 
Olympic’s forward ex- 
ploits. 

The powerful Arthur 
Svinos, a former Sydney 
Olympic player, in 
particular was outstan- 
ding in this department. 

Olympic’s robust and 
most versatile midficl- 
der, Gary Phillips was 
the first to launch a 
serious assault on Can- 
terbury. In the 10th 
minute he fired an 18 
metre rocket hit but 
Canterbury’s former 
World Youth 
Championship 
goalkeeper Chris Hum- 
mel did well to tip the 
shot over his woodwork 
for a corner. 

Six minutes later Phil- 
lips did score. Canter- 
bury’s centre-back, 
George Haniotis fouled 
Olympic’s South Amer- 
ican midfielder Vicente 
Estavillio inside the box 
for referee Gary Power 
to award a somewhat 
generous penalty. 

Phillips rifled in his 


spot-shot in a casual 
“Socrates’’ manner to 
put the visitors ahead. 

But: Canterbury did 
not drop their heads. 
Instead they fought for 
every ball to deny Olym- 
pic’s strike-line of Stuart 
Johnston and Marshall 
Soper chances at their 
target. 

Dom Kapetanovic, 
Canterbury’s coach, was 
ordered from the bench 
by Power in the 20th 
minute for yelling out 
instructions to his play- 
ers. Kapetanovic said 
after the match: ‘Mr 
Power misunderstood 
me. I have never been 
humiliated or repri- 
manded like this before 
in all my life.” 

Just 60 seconds before 
“‘drinks’’, Canterbury 
were rewarded for their 
industrious efforts in the 
first session. 

From a free-kick 
some 26 metres out on 
an angle to the right, 
Canterbury’s left-back 
skipper Spyros Hantzis 
drove a spectacular shot 
into the top left corner 
of Olympic’s net to 
“balance the books”. 

The second session 
opened with Olympic 
taking off young: left- 
back Emmanuel Spa- 
noudakis and bringing 
on striker, Terry Patalis. 


Phillips was switched to 
left-back and Patalis 
went up front with John- 
ston dropping back into 
the links. 

The 49th minute 
almost saw Canterbury 
go ahead through Hant- 
zis raiding down the left 
flank. He hooked a 
short ball over the top of 
the defence but Olym- 
pic’s captain Peter Ras- 
kopoulos cleared off the 
line. 

By now Canterbury 
was taking a full grip on 
the match and’ were sen- 
ding men forward. Nelio 
Borges in the 66th mi- 
nute attacked strongly 
down the middle to un- 
leash a thunderous 20 
metre drive that crashed 
onto the inside edge of 
Olympic’s right post. 

The 70th minute saw 
Canterbury come again. 
This time flanker Rene 
Licata whipped in a per- 
fect cross which saw 
Borges head strongly 
past Olympic’s veteran, 
giant goalkeeper, Gary 
Meier. 


But the reliable 
Meier, diving back- 
wards, snatched the de- 
finte chance behind him 
to save Olympic a 
League point and main- 
tain their unbeaten run. 

Phillips pushed up the 
left for Olympic and 
fired a tremendous 18 
metre drive that was 
aimed at the top right 
corner. But Hummel, 
diving sharpley to his

Olympic, on the ropes 
now, made a second 
change and ripped off

With four minutes re- 
maining on the clock 
Patalis tried a ‘“‘Zibby 
Boniek” from the edge 
of the box and in front. 
But although the over- 
head scissors had power 
and direction, Hummel 
easily snapped up the 
unorthodoxically hit 
danger.

National team followers should Prepare themselves 
for a new look Socceroo Squad when coach Frank 
Arok eventually sits down to select the Players for the 
three-match series against Czechoslovakia in August.

Australia will play the 
visiting Czechs in three 
games in Melbourne, 
Adelaide and Sydney on 
August 3, 6 and 10 as we 
start preparing for the 
qualification series for 
the 1988 Olympic 
Games. 


But, by the same 
token, don’t expect 
Arok to throw caution 
to the wind by throwing 
in a completely young 
and relatively inexperi- 
enced squad. 


As he pointed out: “It 
is always desirable to 
have a strong, capable 
national team no matter 
what.. 


“You cannot just 
throw in all the promis- 
ing young players and 
excuse yourself by 
saying you are trying to 
build for more impor- 
tant things. 


“Of course, that (buil- 
ding for the future) is 
part of my job, but I also 
think that the public 
likes to see a strong 
national team.” 


So, not surprisingly, 
Arok will attempt to 
stick to his “tried and 
tested” players and mix 
them in with some of the 
young, fringe players. 


“I have my basis — 
players like David Ratc- 
liffe, Charlie Yankos, 
Robbie Dunn, Graham 
Jennings and Alan 
Davidson — and I will 


build my foundation + 


around them,’’ Arok 
said. 

Of course, he will 
have to make at least 
five changes to the last 
Socceroo side which 
played against Scotland 
in the second leg of the 
World Cup elimination 
match in Melbourne last 
December. 

Arok will have to re- 
place players the calibre 
of Jim Patikas, David 
Mitchell, and Oscar Cri- 
no, who haye pursued 
careers overseas and 
Terry Greedy and Joe 
Watson, who have re- 
tired from the in- 
ternational stage. 

Finding replacements 
for them is no easy task, 
but Arok contends there 
are a number of players 
who can fill in quite 
nicely. 

Several spring to mind 
quickly — players like 
Graham Arnold (Syd- 
ney Croatia) and, Tony. 
Franken (Canberra). 

Arnold, who has 
already had a taste of 
international football, is 
the form player of the 


national league. He is 
going great guns and 
scoring plenty of goals 
as well. 

Tall, strong and with 
tremendous ability, he 
should fit in superbly 
with the needs of Arok. 


Then there is Frank- 
en, who has been de- 
scribed by Terry Greedy 
—— someone who should 
know — as the best 
goalkeeper in Australia. 


Having seen Franken 
in action several times 
this season, there is no 
doubt in my mind that 
Greedy is spot on with 
his assessment. 


Arok has already held 
two two-day training 
camps in Sydney and 
Melbourne and has two 
more lined up in the 
next two or three weeks 
before he eventually 
Picks his final squad. 


Impressed with seve- 
ral of the Melbourne 
players, including Angie 


. Postecoglu and Gary 


McDowall (South Mel- 
bourne) and big Alan 
Hunter (Heidelberg), 
during the last training 
camp two weeks ago. 


Arok is taken by Post- 
ecoglu, whom he de- 
scribed as “‘the most 
promising player in the 
country.” 


With only three weeks 
to go before the final
